Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1,18 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Patent #5,288,1 50 to BEARMAN. Regarding claim 1 , BEARMAN discloses an 
apparatus including a ring structure (12) having a container (5) an a shaft holder (SH) 
such that the container (5) is attached via the ring/container holder. In reference to 
claim 11, the apparatus of BEARMAN includes two rings (SH) and a container (5) 



secured to the two rings via rope-ring (12). Regarding claim 18, BEARMAN discloses 
providing a ring structure (12) having a shaft holder (SH); wherein the ring structure (12) 
is the container holder (5), attaching the ring structure to a device via the shaft holder 
(SH) and attaching the container to the ring structure (12). In reference to claim 22, 
BEARMAN discloses the use of an apparatus including a ring structure 912) having at

least one shaft securing means (SH) and wherein the ring (12) constitutes the container 
attaching means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 15,16 and 19are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over US Patent #5,288,150 to BEARMAN. BEARMAN discloses a system for anchoring 

including a ring (12) securing a container (5) thereto and a shaft holder (SH). 

BEARMAN discloses the basic claimed structure except for explicitly detailing a shaft. 

Although BEARMAN is silent in this regard, it would have been obvious to one having 

ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that the holders (SH), as 

noted above, are capable of being attached to a shaft. In reference to claim 16, the ring 

structure includes an opening mechanism, column 2, lines 54-68. regarding claim 19, it

would have been obvious to one having skill in the art that the shafts could be an 
umbrella, a bed post, a tent or a stroller. 



Claims 2-10,12-14,17,20 and 21 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
